Plant the bulbs 6 or more inches apart and set the tops 4 inches below the 
surface. If the soil is heavy, place a small quantity of sand at the base of each bulb. In 
the following list you will find the leading varieties which are certain to give satisfaction.

Pansies thrive best in a partially shaded location, and in a loose soil, well enriched with decayed 
manure, which should be well dug into the soil. Sow the seed in the fall for early spring blooming. 
The seed should be sown in boxes, covering them not more than four times their diameter and 
firming the soil well above them. Do not allow the seed to dry out. The plants must be trans- 
planted twice in order to get the largest flowers; once from the seed box to a sheltered bed and 
again to the open ground. For best results you must start a good strain. The finest Pansies 
are, as a rule, shy seeders, which accounts for the difference in price of the various mixtures 


offered.
